Hold Conference To 


Pooi Affairs 


Edmonton, Alberta.—Wheat pool 
re-organization and government guar- 
operations will be 
finally considered, it is expected, at a 
conference to be held at Regina this 
week, when the three prairie pre- 
miers will be present. The purpose 
of the meeting will be to decide 
upon a uniform method of dealing 
with both questions, to be adopted 
by the three provinces. 


Premier Brownlee has been in 
communication with both Premier 
Bracken of Manitoba, and Premier 


Anderson of Saskatchewan, the latter 
of whom is still in Ottawa and is 
representing the three provincial gov- 
ernments at the inquiry of the parlia- 
mentary committee on agriculture 
into the wheat marketing question. 
There is general agreement between 
the premiers that an inter-provincial 
conference should be held as soon as 
possible to settle upon future organiz- 
ation and guarantee policies, but 
Premier Anderson will not be able to 
return for an earlier date than July 
16. 

It is Premier Brownlee's intention 
to attend the meeting of the wheat 
pool delegates in Calgary and then to 
go on to Regina for the inter-provin- 
cial meeting. The general lines of a 
suggested plan of re-organization will 
be discussed at the pool meeting in 
Calgary, including elevator policy and 
general operation, and its decision 
will enable the Regina conference to 
know more exactly what the Alberta 
reaction to the situation will be. 

As to the government guarantees, 
Mr. Brownlee says that it is felt by 
the three premiers that uniform steps 
to safeguard them are desirable, and 
to that end this phase of the ques- 
tion will be discussed, following up 
and finally acting upon the prelimin- 
ary discussions already held. 


Death Of Mrs. McKinney 


Was First Woman To Be Elected To 

Legislative Body In the British 

Empire 

Caigary, Alberta.—The first woma 
to be elected to a legislative body in 
the British Empire, for the past de- 
cade, Mrs. Louise C. McKinney, died 
at her home in 
Claresholm, near Calgary.

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Fifty Dir Gene. Of Cattle Hides 
In Canada Last Year Were 
Damaged By W arble Fly Grubs 


Fully half of the 1,300,000 cattle} “Through buying hides in the talt| 


hides taken off last vear in Canada 
showed unmistakeable evidence of 
damage by warble fly grubs and the 
value of the finished leather produced 
from these hides was reduced by at 
least $700,000. The extent of the ad-| 
ditional loss in reduced milk and 
beef production cannot be determin- 
ed, but it is probably equal to, or 
greater than, the direct damage to 
hides and leather. 

According to Dr. W. E. Graham, 
of the National Research Labora- 
tories, Ottawa, whe secured this in- 
formation from Canadian packers 
and tanners in connection with the, 
leather research programme on which 
he is engaged, 15 per cent of all hides 
taken off in 1930 had open grub 
holes. Damage is most serious dur- 
ing the first six months of the year, 


The holes in this p 
caused by the Larva 


when some tanners refuse to buy 
Canadian hides. In April and May, 
1930, the percentage of hides that 
were “grubby” ran as high as 45 or 
50 per cent. Dr. Graham states that 
more grubby hides are found on 
western range stock than on other 
cattle and that the percentage is 
10 per cent greater on steers than on 
cows. One tanner gave his opinion 
that 95 per cent. of Canadian hides 
showed the unsightly scars of pres- 
ent or previous infestations. 

The warble fly grub, hatched out 
from eggs laid on the legs of cattle, 
work their way through the skin, 
thence to the gullet and eventually 
out through the animal's back. They 
leave holes which gradually close 
but always result in a permanent 
scar which reduces the quality of the 
leather. 

Hundreds of holes caused by grubs 
have been counted in a single hide. 
The area affected is limited to about 
10 per cent of the hide, or 4 square 
feet. but is the best part for the pro-| 
duction of leather. Samples of leather 
made from affected hides submitted 
to the Research Laboratories have 
the appearance of having been rid- 
dled by gun shot. 

Losses from the warble fiy have 
reached such proportions and re- 
medial measures have been developed 
which are so satisfactory that the 
tanning industry through the Nation- 
al Research Council's Associate Com- 
mittee on Leather has urged a con- 
certed and determined effort at era- 
dication. The Dominion Department 
of Agriculture is taking special 
action. Dr. Graham's estimate of 
losses incurred is being made avail- 
able to this department and the other 
agencies concerned, 

That the problem of eradication is 
by no means insuperable is indicated 
by the experience of Dean A. M. 
Shaw at the farm of the University 
of Saskatchewan at Saskatoon. For 
some years regular treatment has 
been applied, with the result that at 
present it is stated that probably not 
over a dozen warble fly grubs are. 
found annually in all the cattle. Be-} 
cause the warbles do not fly far they, 
ean be controlled locally in compara- | 
tively small areas, although it would 
be considered impossible for a single} 
small farmer to act alone in such al 
matter. 

Farmers are recommended to seek} 
advice as to treatment from recogn- 
Ized authorities.

As a result, the total 
percentage of hides with open holes 
for the entire year fell from 20.5 per 
cent in 1922 to 4.5 per cent in 1924. 
The very high percentage of animals 
infested annually in Canada should 
be regarded as a matter of national 
concern and warrants Dominion-wide 
efforts. | 

“Data on the percentage of grubby 
hides taken off this year will be ob- 
tained as soon as the grub season is 
over. Data already submitted for 
1931 show 70 to 80 per cent of 
grubby hides on some western stock 
for March and April.”

Hours Spent In Worrying Could Be 
Used To Better Advantage 

J. R. Lumley, editor of the Fort] 
William, Ont., Times-Journal, says: 

“Did you ever stop to think that 
a lot of good time is wasted over 
being afraid? Hardly any movement 
forward has ever been made without 
someone else spending time in worry- 
ing lest it should hurt him. 

“We all know how the retail mer- 
chant has been scared almost to 
death of the advent of the chain 
store. Yet, when it has come, what} 
a lot of merchants have simply 
plucked up their courage, brightened; 
up their business methods, done a lot, 
more good advertising and found 
that the chain store that had opened 
next door had actually helped rather 
than hurt them. 

“The railway is afraid of the bus | 
line, the advertising manager of the 
newspaper is afraid of radio. If all 
the time that is spent in nursing fear 
were devoted to studying the best 
methods of meeting new conditions 
and turning them to one’s own use 
by co-operation, if competition won't | 
work, and by liberal use of advertis- 
ing, most of the nightmares would 
vanish. 

“IT often think of the advice of the 
trainer, when he felt that his man

B.C. Plans Reforestation | 


Artificial Planting Resorted To For 
First Time In Province 


Reforestation on a iarge scale is 
contemplated in B.C. The province 
has 8,500,000 acres in timber re- 
serves, but, in addition, is now inves- 
tigating areas along the coast espec- 
jally suitable to the reproduction of 
Douglas fir. While natural reforesta- 
tion must be depended upon for the 
re-stocking of most logged-over 
lands, next year, for the first time 
in the history of the province, arti- 
ficial planting will be resorted to. 

Two of the areas likely to be select- 
ed lie about Harrison Lake and Pow- 
eil Lake. The first embraces an area 
of some 500,000 acres between Harri- 
son and Alouette Lakes and the lat- 
ter, which already contains some 300,- 
000,000 feet of mature timber and 
second growth, Hes at the head of 
Powell Lake and embraces the upper | 
watershed of Powell River and Lois 
River.

Importance Of 
New Route 
Shipments Via Hudson Bay Will 

Greatly Benefit Western Business 

Intimation is made that first ship- 
ments of wheat over the new Hudson 
Bay route will be made this fall. It 
is not proposed to begin shipments 
of other commodities until after first 
wheat shipments have been made. 

The establishment of a route via 
Hudson Bay for the transport of 
Canadian wheat, cattle, and dairy 
products to the markets of Europe 
has been a possibility long anticipat- 
ed by farmers and business interests 
of Western Canada, The objective 
which they sought might be summed 
up in the following illustrations: 
From Vancouver to Saint John, the 
eastern seaport of New Brunswick, is 
3,366 miles, with an ocean voyage to 
Liverpool of 2,710 miles—a total of 
6,076 miles. The Hudson Bay route 
provides a journey of 5,245 miles 
from Vancouver to Liverpool. From 
Edmonton to Churchill is only 1,538 
miles, but voyage from there to 
Liverpool being 2,936 miles. 

The products of Western Canada 
now reach the British market either 
by way of the Great Lakes or by the 
Pacific ports and the Panama Canal. 
By the latter route the distance from 
Edmonton to Liverpool is 10;701 
miles, but by the Hudson Bay route 
{t is merely 4,574 miles. 

The great importance of the new 
route from the point of view not only 
of the saving of time and the cutting 
of cost, but also from that of trade 
expansion, is expected to have out- 
standing effects upon the develop- 
ment of Western Canada. 


Would Have Higher Premium For 
Careless and Reckless Drivers 
No automobile insurance bill will 
be satisfactory unless it provides 
penalties in the way of higher rates 
for careless and reckless drivers. 
The records of the state of Massa- 
chusetts and others show that a very 
large proportion of the accidents are 
caused by experienced drivers—men 
who seem to be getting into trouble 
continually. An investigation in 
Illinois of the records of drivers in- 
volved in fatal accidents shows that 
every one of them had a previous 
accident record. Some had been in- 
volved in three or more previous acci- 
dents. There is a type of driver who 
just won't be careful. The way to 
curb these fellows is to make reck- 
lessness costly. They ought to be 
made to pay heavily for insurance.

Buried Treasure 


Party of Vancouver Men Will Sail 
To Cocos Island In Search of 
Hidden Wealth 
Lured by legendary taleg of fabul- 
ous treasure buried by pirates of 
olden days, a party of Vancouver 
men, headed by Col. J. E. Leckie, will 
sail for Cocos Island, 500 miles off 

the coast of Costa Rica. 

It is popularly supposed that more 
than 300 tons of treasure, valued at 
$60,000,000, is hidden on Cocos Is- 
land, buried there by Thompson, 
Davis and other famous pirates of 
early days. Wealthy citizens of Peru 
are also said to have hidden their 
gold and jewels there during the re- 
volution of 1883. 

Three other British Columbia ex- 
peditions have searched for treasure 
on Cocos Island, one in 1892, on the 
Eliza Edwards, under command of 
Capt. F. S. Mackenzie, of Vancouver; 
another in 1905,. from Victoria, and 
a third in 1924,

In brief the 
proposed amendment provided that if 
cheques issued with no funds or in- 
sufficient funds in the bank were not 
honored within a reasonable time the 
issuer would be liable for the first 
offence to a fine not exceeding $100 
or three months’ imprisonment, and 
to $200 fine or six months’ imprison- 
;ment for a subsequent offence.

Montreal is no more than 32 min- 
utes from Ottawa; 48 minutes from 
Quebec, and 108 minutes from 
Toronto, while the capital and 
Toronto are only 70 minutes apart. 
; These were the times taken by 
‘Hawks and his monoplane in a flight 
from Quebec to Montreal, then on to 
Toronto, and back to Montreal via 
Ottawa.

Hawks flew from Quebec to Mon- 
treal where he enjoyed breakfast, 
Ottawa as guest of Hon. Hanford 
took luncheon in Toronto, tea in 
and was back in Montreal to be 
MacNider, United States minister, 
guest of the Montreal Light Aero- 
plane Club at dinner.
